If  all  its  productions  or  pro- 
fits are  annually  confumed  by  the  cult 
vator,  then  neither  the  individual  or  the 
(late  receive  a benefit  beyond  the  de- 
mands of  the  prefent  occalion.  If  oil 
the  other  hand,  the  capital  is  fo  regula- 
ted by  p/udence,  as  to  yield  enough  foif 
efent  eonfumption  and  a ftirplus  for  ex-, 
portation,  the  Itate  preferves  a ratio  of 
jncreafing  profperity.  It  is  this  export- 
ed balance  which  is  fent  out  for  the  pur- 
* pofe  of  being  exchanged  for  the  commo- 
dities of  other  nations,  When  it  re- 
turns back  again  in  any  fiiape  whatever, 
the  original  capital  is  left  unimpaired, 
and  a part  of  the  wealth  of  other  com- 
munities brought  into  our  own  and  ad- 
ded to  the  flock  of  its  wealth.

It  has  been  the  misfortune,  however," 
of  this  country,  from  the  period  of  its 
fettlement  to  this  moment,  to  purfue  a 
direct  contrary  courfe.  A portion  of 
the  globe,  exceeded  by  no  other  in  fer- 
tility of  foil  and  variety  of  productions, 
with  the  examples  of  older  communities, 
before  it,  to  make  it  wife  in  the  prudent 
pplication  of  its  natural  blefiings,  has, 
all  others,  been  the  moft  unpardona- 
erronious  upon  this  great  fubjeCl. 
The  majority  of  the  farming  intereft, 
emigrating  from  Virginia,  the  moft  dif- 
fipated  ftate  in  the  union,  brought  with, 
them  all  the  vices  of  that  mifguided  po- 
licy in  economy,  for  which  it  is  fo  emi- 
nently diftinguifhed.  Inftead  of  culti- 
vating  the  earth  to  produce  materials  for 
dotr.eftic  manufacture,  when  no  markets 
were  open  for  exchange,  they  have  been- 
in  the  habit  of  cotlfuming  foreign  arti- 
cles altogether.  The  effect  of  this  plan 
may  be  divided  into  two  points  of  injury. 
They  diminilhed  the  wealth  of  the  foil 
without  adding  to  their  own  or  the  opu- 
lence of  the  ftate,  byconfuming  all  that 
was  made.  In  the  fecond  place,  to  gra- 
tify the  habits  of  indolence  and  extrava- 
gance they  feized  upon  the  circulating 
medium  of  the  country,  which  had  come 
into  the  ftate  by  emigration  alone,  gave 
it  in  exchange  for  foreign  articles, 
and  thereby  loft  the  benefit  of  its  circu- 
lation. In  addition  to  this,  when  it  was 
mo  longer  poffible  to  command  money 
from  its  general  deficit  in  the  ftate,  ap- 
plication was  then  made  to  a third  fpe- 
cies  of  capital.  The  moral  reputation 
became  mortgaged  for  the  fantaftic  pro- 
ductions of  foreign  countries,  and  credit 
enfued.  Now  what  is  the  real  amount 
of  this  economy  at  the  prefent  moment  ?

The  mercantile  clafs, 
in  general , have  done  nothing  to  enrich 
the  country  one  penny.  Thay  have  o- 
pened  no  markets  for  any  other  commo- 
dity, than  money.  Thiy  have  be'^out 
i^o  encouragemrnt  to  labour,  and  gi 
no  rewards  .to  ingenuity  and  indull 
Originally  too  poor  to  extend  their  vi 
beyond  the  fimple  exchange  ct  the 
commodities  for  money,  they  fent  no- 
thing but  calh  to  market,  and  took  the 
whole  prof  t of  the  commerce  to  themfeves. 
Whatever  was  brought  in  by  emigration 
and  circulated  among  the  people  was 
concentrated  into  the  hands  of  this  ufe- 
lei's  clafs,  and  fent  off  again.  In  the 
mean  time  thofe  commodities  for  which 
the  people  had  given  their  money  was 
confumed  in  the  country.  Not  a penny 
of  wealth  was  added  either  to  the  ftate 
or  acquired  by  the  jnafs  of  citizens  at 
large.  None  were  benefited  but  the 
merchant.  It  was  nothing,  therefore,' 
but  the  equal  pace  which  was  kept  be- 
tween the  quantum^of  money  fent  away 
by  the  merchant,  and  the  quantum  that 
was  brought  in  by  emigration,  thaV  fa- 
ved  the  ftate  from  a condition  moiA^e- 
plorablethan  what  I have  described 
be  at  prefent. 

We  are  not,  however,  beyond  tire 
point  of  retra&ion.  The  evil  is  not  of 
luch  a nature,  but  it  may  be  removed, 
and  our  former  errors  expiated  bv  our 
future  wifdom.  If  our  prefent  wealth 
is  viGonary,  and  our  conditions,  as  citi- 
zens, hollow  and  uncertain  ; if  we  have 
not  put  our  capital  to  that  adlive  ufe  of 
which  it  is  fufceptible,  and  enriched  our- 
felves  by  the  means  which  nature  has 
bountifully  thrown  in  our  way,  it  is  not 
too  late  to  repair  our  misfortunes.  We 
are  a young  country  and  the  world  is  be- 
fore us,  Let. us  attains  corredt  know- 
ledge of  ourlelves,  and  we  (hall  be  fuffi- 
ciently  wife  to  reform,  when  reforma- 
tion becomes  a duty.

For 
inftance,  let  all  the  wealth  of  individu- 
als which  adtually  palTed  into  the  ftate 
with  their  emigration,  compofe  one  item 
of  the  calculation.

Jt  would  have  been  the  height  of 
to  have  fuffered  them  to  have  purl 
this  fyftem  of  operation  with  impunity. 

We  hope  it  is  true  that  government 
intends  to  encourage  a number  of  rifle 
companies,  as  they  are  calculated  tc  an- 
noy  the  enemy  more  in  this  country  than 
men  imagine.  The  hedges  and  ditches 
with  which  this  country  is  inclofed  form 
fortifications,  and  the  proper  ti oops  to 
man  them  are  rifles  ; the  Mamelukes  and 
Arabs  are  fure  to  deftroy  any  French 
detached  from  the  main  body,  and  this 
obliged  them  to  keep  in  a body.  The 
fame  might  be  done  in  this  country  by 
rifles;  and  the  French,  when  they 
land,  might  be  compelled  to  keep  in  a 
body,  not  daring  to  fend  out  any  fora- 
ging party  or  parties  to  gain  intelligence. 
The  volunteer  corps  in  the  maratime 
counties,  lliould  all  be  turned  into  rifle 
as,  from  their  local  knowledge  of  th 
country,  they  would  be, able  to  gall 
enemy  extremely. 

In  confequence  of  the  Yeprefcritations 
made  to  the  French  government  by  thofe 
who  have  renounced  the  rights  of  En- 
glifhmen,  and  enrolled  themfclves  among 
the  flaves  of  the  Corfican,  the  following 
modifications  have  taken  place  in  the 
decree  for  the  imprifotiment  of  fhe  En- 
glifh  : 1.  The  artifts  and  artizans  em- 

ployed in  French  manufactories,  Ihall  not 
be  obliged  to  quit  the  commune  where 
thofe  eftablifhments  are  fituated,  if  the 
principals  claim  them,  and  engage  t 
nfwer  for  them.  2.  Such  Englifhmen 
as  have  eflabliftied  manufactories  or  coih- 
raercial  houfes  in  rnmunes,  or  Tmall 
towns  in  which  there  is  no  military  com- 
mandant or  officer  of  Gendarmerie,  may 
after  fubmitting  themfelves  to  the  offi- 
cer of  the  neared  city,  return  to  their 
manufactories  or  commercial  houfes. 

Thofe  ’Englifhmen  who,  fince  the 
eace,  and  before  the  declaration  of  war, 
anifefted  an  intention  of  eftablifliing 
themfelves  in  France,  and  ofbccome- 
ing -French  citizens,  and  who  have  com- 
plied with  the  formalities  requisite  for 
that  pUrpofe,  are  not  comprifed  in  the 
difpofitions  of  the  decree. 

The  merchants  of  Ghent,  have  voted 
feveral  hundred  thonfand  franks  to  be 
employed  in  htiilding  flat  bottomd  boats 
and  gun  veffels. 
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for  claims  they  have  upon  the  Fiencli 
government,  embraced  by  the  conven- 
tion made  the  30th  September,  by  Elf- 
worth  and  Davie.  The  fecond  article 
of  that  convention  is  to  be  confidered  as 
null  and  void.  The  payment  to  the  U 
nited  States  is  to  be  made  to  the  citi- 
zens thereof,  in  fixty  days  after  the  final 
ratification  of  the  iate  convention  by 
our  government,  and  exchange  of  the 
fame,  which  is  to  be  done  here  ; the 
payment  to  be  made  by  bills  drawn  by 
our  nnnifler  in  Paris,  on  the  trealury  ol 
the  United  Status,  Claimants  are  firft 
to  have  their  claims  liquidated  by  the 
French  government,  on  which 
they  are  to  be  allowed  6 per  V 
annum,  from  the  time  the  claimants  ref- 
pedtivelv  made  their  demands  for  pay- 
ment. After  their  claims  are  finally  li- 
quidated, a board  of  three  commilfion- 
ers,  appointed  by  our  minifters,  are  to  fit 
in  Paris,  who  are  to  examine  thefe  liqui- 
dated claims,  to  fee  if  they  properly  are 
claims  that  are  embraced  under  the  con- 
vention of  the  30th  September.  As 
foon  as  this  is  determined,  the  claimants 
fliall  receive  their  drafts,  and  they  ft. all 
he  paid  as  they  arc  prefented  ; and  fhould 
the  claims  embraced  by  the  convention 
exceed  the  fum  of  3,750,000  dollars 
the  remainder  is  a debt  remaining  due 
from  France,  and  to  be  paid  the  claim- 
ants by  that  republic.

Fxtract  cf  a letter  from  Staunton  in 
Virginia,  dated  &tb  August,  to  a gen- 
tie  man  in  Baltimore. 

“ A noted  gambler  of  the  name  of 
GitKENLAUGH,paffed  through  this  place 
yefterday  on  his  way  to  the  northward, 
and  will  prcba'oly  vifit  Baltimore.  In
